1 THE SPOKESMAN, press 
officer Robert J. McCloskey, 
when asked whether the 
charge involved an accusa- 
tion that an effort had been 
made to employ an assassin, 
said that he could not explain 
the nature of the mission. 
McCloskey did say, how- 
ever, “There is a rather 
broad frame of reference that 
allows, for apprehension . . . 
when U relates to the security 
6f the Office of the Presi- 
dent. 1 " ■ 

McCloskey did not explain 
what the State Department 
'■ meant by that. 

The State Department ac- 
tually acted against two mem- 
bers of the Cuban mission to 
. the United Nations and 
warned a third But the 
charge involving the security 
of the presidential office was 
directed against only one of 
the three.

The official note to the Cu- 
ban ambassador at the U.N., 
Ricardo . Alarcon Guesada, 
was delivered today. It re- 
minded hhn that last Decem- 
ber the United States had no- 
tified him officially that ail 
members of his mission and 
other Cuban citizens in the 
U.S. for United Nations work 
should be “instructed to con- 
fine' their activities to mat- 
ters related to their duties.” 
The U.S. order for the de- 
parture of a U.N. diplomat 
is based on a headquarters 
agreement between the Unit- 
ed States and the United Na- 
tions which provides in part 
that an alien in the United 
States in connection with die 
United Nations is not exempt 
from laws and regulations of 
the United States regarding 
his continued residence, should 
he engage in activities outside 
his official capacity. 

Cuban Delegation 
Declines Comment

(AP)— The Cuban U.N. dele- 
gation today declined com* 
ment on U.S. charges that 
one of its diplomats tried to 
recruit a Cuban refugee for a 
mission “related to the se- 
curity of the office” of the 
U.S. President.
